DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


During  the  12  months  ended  31st  December,  1943,  the 
percentage  of  children  immunised  was  as  follows: 

Under  5  years  of  age  50 °/G  Over  5  years  of  age  82 % 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Authority  to  cover 
this  scheme  of  free  immunisation  against  diphtheria  have  been 
found  to  function  in  an  extremely  satisfactory  manner  and 
have  been  adequate  to  meet  all  requirements. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 
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No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  in 
connection  with  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade,  or  under  Section  172 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  deals  with  the 
Compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis.
